BERLIN, Aug. IT. 

All classes of workmen are 
affected and they are‘cithtr striking 
or going slow, I6t having received 
any satisfaction fiom their démand 
for much higher wages. 

Tn view of the menacing outlook, 
President Ebert bas issued a pro- 
clamation forbidding the circula- 
tion of pamphicts demanding the 
forcible overthrow of constitutional 
government, oF inciting the po- 
pulace to violent acts. The pro- 
elanition applies to the 
the Reich, Penalities for con- 
travention are three months’ ime 
prisonment and a fine not exceeds 
ing half a billion marks. 

LONDON, August I, 

There are strikes and foad riots, 
both in the oaccupicd and unec= 
cupied portions of Germany, due
